The only currency in circulation is the Soviet Army currency. The exchenge 
rate on the black market is U.S. 1:800 Soviet Army dollars, One ounce of 
gold is worth 71,000 Soviet Army dollars, Henchuriea, Korean and Japancese 
notes have been banned, Only a limited number of Soviet Army notes is allowed 
to each person, and anyone carrying more than that mumber will be punished, 


Locomotives and passenger cars are bein shipped ow of the Kuantung Pernineula Ae 
on Soviet ships. Only one train runs between Port irthur, Dalren and Shihhe
